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Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour’  to  submit  the  Annual  Health  Report  for  the 
year  ending  31st  December,  I960. 

The  estimate  of  population  at  mid-year  remained  steady,  and 
the  number  of  live  births  were  two  more  than  in  1959  with  no  still  births 
(none  in  the  previous  year).  Illegitimate  births  were  nil. 

There  was  no  maternal  mortality  during  the  year,  and  for  the 
fourth  year  running  there  were  no  infantile  deaths. 

Fifteen  fewer  deaths  were  recorded  and  of  these  the  number 
from  cancer  declined  from  6 to  5.  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis,  this  making  the  fifth  successive  year.  One  new  case  of 
Pulmonary  disease  was  notified  in  I960, 

sharp  epidemic  of  Measles  occurred  but  no  other  infectious 
diseases  were  notified. 

No  cases  of  food  poisoning  occured. 

The  whole  report  gives  a picture  of  a healthy  com;unity. 

I wish  to  thank  all  officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation 
during  the  year.
